CONCORDIA  PHILLIP 

Every  week  one  of  the  junior  soccer 
clubs  of  Canberra  is  our  guest.  It's  the 
handpicked  boys  provided  for  Canberra 
City's  guard  of  honour,  and  they  act  as 
ball  boys  throughout  the  afternoon. 

Our  guests  today  are  the  youngsters  of 
the  Concordia  Phillip  Club  from  the 
Woden  Valley.  Their  President,  Major  John 
W.  Thompson  forwarded  us  the  following 
note  on  this  most  successful  club: 

The  Concordia  Phillip  Soccer  Club  was 
formed  by  a  merger  of  Forrest  United  and 
Phillip  United  Clubs,  at  a  joint  meeting  in 
December  1976.  Prior  to  that  time  Forrest 
for  some  years  had  no  junior  teams,  but 
Phillip,  which  had  difficulty  in  fielding 
strong  senior  teams  was  well  provided  with 
juniors,  because  it  inherited  through  prior 
amalgamations  the  Garran  juniors  and  the 
Hughes-Garran  Juniors  with  their  record 
number  of  registered  players. 

In  1972  the  Club  approached  Arsenal  of 
London,  and  was  given  the  permission  to 
use  the  nickname  'The  Gunners'  and  their 
badge.  The  motto  on  the  old  Arsenal  badge 
was  'Victoria  Concordia  Crescit'.  The  new 
name  of  the  club  is  most  appropriate  — 
Phillip  for  the  geographic  region,  and  Con¬ 
cordia,  meaning  Harmony. 

Last  years  Concordia  Phillip  fielded 
fifteen  teams  in  the  Junior  League  compe¬ 
tition,  and  together  with  their  three  under 
6  &  7  and  three  under  8  teams  they  had 
260  players  on  their  books.  The  fifteen 
teams  won  three  premierships  as  well  as 
three  runner-up,  three  major  cup  and  one 
minor  cup  titles.  There  were  two  under  9, 
three  under  10,  two  under  1 1 ,  three  under 
12,  two  under  13,  and  three  under  16 
teams.  From  each  age  group  one  team 
played  in  the  first  division. 

Most  Concordia  Phillip  juniors  live 
either  in  Garran  or  Hughes.  However  other 
suburbs  are  also  represented,  particularly 
by  boys  who  previously  lived  in  the  area 


and,  who  even  after  moving  out,  register 
loyally  with  the  club. 

On  the  field  today  acting  as  guard  of 
honour  and  ball  boys  is  last  years  first 
division  under  11  team,  led  by  team 
manager  and  coach  Brian  O'Reilly  and 
Mark  Howard.  During  1977  the  team 
scored  70  goals  and  allowed  only  13.  They 
suffered  only  one  defeat  and  were  major 
cup  winners.

CHEERSTO  CANBERRA  JUNIORS 

The  existence  of  young  local  players 
amongst  the  ranks  of  Canberra  City's 
Philips  League  players  demonstrate  just 
how  much  Canberra  soccer  is  in  debt  to 
the  junior  soccer  movement.  Today  some 
of  the  fine  young  boys  playing  in  the  ACT 
Junior  League  will  march  past  the  grand¬ 
stand  of  Bruce,  to  greet  soccer  lovers  of 
Canberra.  Give  them  a  warm  reception  — 
who  known  how  many  Dannys,  Davids, 
Mikes  and  Stephens  are  among  them,  who 
will  one  day  make  us  proud  of  our  Soccer 
City. 

Before  the  arrival  of  the  seventies, 
junior  soccer  in  Canberra  lived  through  its 
pioneering  days.  The  few  teams  which 
played  in  the  mid-sixties  depended  entirely 
on  the  sponsoring  generosity  of  their 
families,  who  were  usually,  patrons,  presi¬ 
dents,  coaches  and  providers  of  these  early 
teams.  With  the  establishment  of  the 
Hughes-Garran  Junior  Club  in  early  1969 
the  concept  of  broadly  based  parent  sup¬ 
ported  clubs  was  introduced  from  NSW 
into  Canberra.  Registered  players  soon 
multiplied  and  new  clubs  began  mush¬ 
rooming.  As  the  Capital  itself  grew,  soccer 
grew  with  it  and  now  all  areas  are  repre¬ 
sented  by  strong,  parent  supported  soccer 
clubs. 

Today  —  as  Allan  McKendry,  President 
of  the  ACT  Juniors  writes:  Canberra  occu¬ 
pies  a  unique  position  in  Australian  Soccer. 
Ours  is  the  only  Federation  with  all  sec¬ 
tions  of  our  organisation  under  one  um¬ 
brella.  (Junior  League,  Football  League, 
Amateur  League  and  Philips  League.)  This 
has  meant  that  Junior  Soccer  has  been  seen 
for  what  it  is,  recreation  for  the  young 
and  a  nursery  for  future  stars.  Our  struc¬ 
ture  has  been  developed  with  these  two 
main  aspects  at  the  heart  of  it. 

During  1977  there  were  approximately 
3000  junior  players  between  the  ages  of  8 
and  16  years.  This  represents  approximate¬ 
ly  17%  of  all  males  in  the  ACT  between 
these  ages. 

The  Junior  Administration  is  not  satis¬ 
fied  with  just  large  numbers  playing  soc¬ 


cer,  but  rather,  it  hopes  to  provide  an 
environment  in  which  young  boys  can 
learn  and  enjoy  soccer.  To  this  end  ACT 
juniors  do  not  start  competitive  soccer 
until  under  9.  Below  this  age  boys  are  en¬ 
couraged  to  learn  the  skills  of  the  game 
while  enjoying  social  games  on  half  size 
pitches. 

As  with  any  junior  sport,  parental  in¬ 
volvement  is  most  important.  Junior  ad¬ 
ministrators  try  to  persuade  parents  that 
for  the  majority  of  boys,  soccer  is  a  form 
of  recreation  —  something  to  be  enjoyed.

COR  ISON  COMMENTS 

Canberra  City  at  the  Crossroads 


During  the  Australian  summer,  the  soc¬ 
cer  news  from  Europe  illustrated  what  we 
in  Canberra  have  known  for  some  time  — 
the  Americans  have  re-discovered  soccer 
and  big  business  has  moved  in  to  promote 
the  game.  This  means,  of  course,  hefty 
salaries,  fringe  benefits,  lavish  promotions 
and  presentations,  advertising  gimmicks, 
bands,  marching  girls,  special  rules  innova¬ 
tions  (the  shoot-out!)  to  name  a  few 
examples.  Players  are  beginning  to  turn 
lingering  eyes  towards  this  new  California 
to  New  York  gold  rush,  and  Manchester 
City  Star,  Denis  Tuart,  is  one  of  the  new 
prospectors. 

What  effect  should  this  have  on  Aus¬ 
tralian  soccer,  particularly  here  in  Can¬ 
berra?  Obviously  some  Australian  players 
will  want  to  try  to  seek  their  fortune,  and 
almost  certainly  those  overseas-born  play¬ 
ers  currently  playing  in  the  Philips  Soccer 
League  may  want  to  leave.  But  the  real 
impact  for  Canberra  will  be  that  Can¬ 
berra  City  will  be  forced  to  develop  its 
own  players,  Johnny  Warren  and  Vic 
Fernandez  are  certain  that  the  potential 
City  players  are  already  here  in  Canberra, 
and  apart  from  the  need  to  import  a 
specialist  player  occasionally,  all  ready 
funds  should  be  made  available  for  local 
development  towards  full-time  profession¬ 
alism.  Only  when  full-time  playing  comes 
about  will  Australia  ever  be  able  to  com¬ 
pete  on  equal  terms  with  the  rest  of  the 
world.  Believe  it  or  not,  Canberra  City 
could  be  the  model  for  other  Philips  Soccer 
League  Clubs.  The  Club  management  has 
to  determine  now  long-term  goals  and  indi¬ 
cate  clear  directions  so  that  the  potential 
of  Canberra  can  be  fully  realised. 

Canberra,  with  the  youngest  team  in  the 
Philips  Soccer  League,  is  certainly  at  the 
crossroads.  It  will  only  prosper  if  the  soc¬ 
cer  community  in  this  city,  together  with 
the  rest  of  the  Canberra  community,  is 
satisfied  progress  is  being  made  at  all  levels 
-  youth  development,  promotion,  pub¬ 


licity,  and  the  development  of  a  strong 
financial  base. 

But  how  good  is  Canberra's  team?  John 
Warren  is  pumping  for  youth;  the  pre¬ 
season  performances  have  been  first  class, 
especially  the  game  against  Marconi.  A 
couple  of  early  wins  may  very  well  ensure 
a  successful  season.  Does  this  city  really 
care  if  Canberra  City  succeeds  or  fails?
